• Quigly was charged with commit 
ting perjury in denying the authorship 
of a letter written in June,' 1910, in 
reference to a proposed series of explo- 
•ions in Detroit against non-union jobs. 
Local officials of the carpenters, ma- 
chinists and iron workers' unions were 
charged with plotting to unionize the 
trade* in Detroit by the use of nitro- 
glycerin. 
A handwriting expert said 


Quigly's signature to a letter "calling 
off" the explosions was genuine. Quigly 
testified the. signature was a forgery. 


"I ask that the Witness Quigly be 


recognized by' the. court us held to the 
federal grand jury," said District Attor- 
.ney C. W. Miller. "As it has been con- 
clusively shown here that perjury has 
becn,,eoininitted I ask that lie be held 
without a hearing before a commission- 
er."

of the United States in permiting ex- 
ports of arms and ammunition to the 
Madero forces in Mexico while prohibit- 
ing them to Orozco, leader of the revo- 
lutionists. 


The three men recently appeared be- 


fore the senate. committee headed bv 
Senator Wm. Alden Smith, investigat- 
ing whether the revolutions In Mexico 
have been fomented or* aided by Amer- 
icans. The three men have pointed out 
that the effect of the application of 
such a rule has resulted in forcing the 
reBels to levy upon Americans in Mex- 
ico by a system of forced loans or ran- 
.soms, to procure weapons of war. 


They have urged upon the state de- 


partment that the only means of meet- 
ing the difficulty was to turn to the old 
practice of permitting the export of 
rms and ammunition to both sides 
•ithout' restriction. 
It has been pointed out by the state 
epartment officials that under the re- 
ent neutrality proclamation the gov- 
rnment is absolutely prohibited from 
emitting war supplies to go to the in- 
urge'nts. It is expected that an effort 
vili be made to have the senate com- 
mittee recommend either an amendment 
r the withdrawal of the proclamation.

"Neimcv became violently insane in his 
cell at 'police headquarters, attempting 
to end his life by .butting out his brains 
against the iron bars of his cell.

hope that he will make a complete con- 
fession as soon as the delirium has left 
him is what the police are depending up- 
on to carry oh. their probe. .. 


Neimer was arrested late yesterday 


on complaint of Newton Holycross. Mr 
Holycross declares emphatically that he 
will prosecute the dealers himself on the 
information which has been placed in 
his hands. 


In the complaint the accused man is 


charged with selling capsules of mor 
pbine to Mr. Holycross' son Raymond, If 
years' old, and to Lloyd Runyan am 
Charles Felden. The youths have be 
come addicted to the drug'habit through 
Neinier, it is asserted, and, according to 
the stories told the authorities, are in a 
bad way physically from the effects o: 
the practice.

NO LIVES WERE LOST 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 11.—Firemen 


were still playing water on the smoukl 
;ring ruins of the Gibson hotel, the 
Rendigs—Lothmann department store, 
W. L. Douglass shoe company and the 
upper ten stories of the seventeen story 
Union Trust building, which were de- 
stroyed by a fire which started at about 
8. o'clock' last'night. The tire menaced 
:he heart of Cincinnati's down town dis- 
trict and losses estimated at from SSOO, 
000 to'SI,000,000 were suffered. 
So far 


as known there was no loss of life, but 
nine persons are reported injured, none 
seriously. ' These 
were 
overcome by 


smoke or suffered from minor injuries 
received during the progress of the fire 
Scores of persons were imperilled, but 
heroic work by volunteer rescuers savec 
them. Forty-live scrub women were ii 
the Union Trust building when the fira 
started and over a score of these were 
actual prisoners of the flames until res 
cuers ran the 
elevators 
through th< 


smoke and fire to the hysterical women 
•All the guests of the Gibson hotel an 
believed to have escaped.' Thev were 
notified of the fire in ample time t< 
reach places of safety. 


The fire was discovered in the fals 


work of the new portion of the hotel iu 
the rear of the building, which had been 
partly torn down to permit of recon 
struction. A workman's torch or neglect 
ed bonfire used to warm laborers is be 
lieved to have been the cause. The fire 
spread with remarkable rapidity and in 
a few minutes licked the wooden wall 
built along the back of the Gibson hotel 
proper. 
From there it spread to the 


Rendigs-Lothmann building and then to 
the Union Trust building and adioiniEw 
stores.

The Gibson house management esti- 


mates its Moss at $350,000; Rendigs-

Charges have been made that a patrolman on the 


local police force was guilty of a flagrant violation of the 
law, and although he has not been, proven guilty, and 
there is no disposition to convict him without a fair trial, 
it is a burning fact that most of the accusations filed 
against police officers grow either out of petty grafting 
irom saloons and their attendant evils, or out of excessive 
drinking. There is a remedy for this and it lies in an or- 
der keeping policemen out of saloons unless they are 
called there in the discharge of their duties. No officoi 
with as important duties as fall upon the shoulders of pa- 
trolmen and their superiors, should be permitted to drink 
on duty. Many of them are able to control their appetites 
and drink moderately, but there are others who can not, 
and these are the men who are constantly bringing the 
.force into disrepute and who can not command the respect 
necessary to enforce the laws. There is a rule in the de- 
partment which says that a policeman must not drink in- 
toxicants while he is on duty. Taken as a whole the force 
is composed of as sober men as are generally found in the 
same line of work in other cities, but the preservation o1 
absolute discipline makes it imperative that none shoulc 
be allowed to indulge at all until he has reported off duty 
Railroads and other public utility companies are selectim. 
men who abstain from liquor and they watch employe; 
carefully and punish over indulgence. The welfare of th< 
people of a city is as important as the property of a rail- 
Toad company, and the same strict prohibition ought to bo 
exercised.

MEASURE IS DISPUTED 


Acting against the wishes and recom- 


mendations of the board of public safety, 
be council at its meeting Tuesday night 
assed the ordinance raising the salary 
f firemen and policemen, front the 
hiefs of both departments down. The 
>rdinance was put to a vote after a 
engthv speech by Chairman J. C. Hut- 
ell, of the board "of safety, who declared 
hat th« board's authority is being over- 
idden. 
Members of the fire department are to 


receive a raise of $5 per month and the 
aptains $7.50 per month. An increase 
of $25 per month for the fire chief and 
5 per month for his assistant, went 
hrough in the same measure. A meaa- 
ur« recommending a raise of $25 per 
month for the chief of police and $5 p«r 
month for tbe otlior mcmbtn of the 
orce was passed by unanimous vot*. 


"If the board of safety is not com- 


wtent to handle the affairs of the de- 
triment, the council should cause its 
mpeachment." said Chairman Ruttell, 
of the board of safety. 
"The council 


'hould take authority from our hands. 
[f the ordinance goes through, the dis- 
cipline of the d«p»rtnuint will be im- 
paired, and whenever ver turn down a 
request from some rucmtwr of the de- 
partment, he will take liig grievance to 
the council." 


Mr. Hartzell declared that it was his 


intention to raise the salary of th« police 
this year and give the fin-men a raise 
next year. 
CouMilmen Hamilton and 


Wagner, the only two members of the 
body voting against the pssmge of the 
ordinance, in piplainint; thoir attitude, 
declared that while they <liil not wish 
to Ve«p the firemen from mnking more 
money, they did not think it right to 
act against the recommendations of the 
board of safety, whicli is supposed to be 
in control of the depnrtmpiil.

The council is to meet this evening as

Some of 
his friends here incline to the belief that 
he will accept the Yale place, though 
they do not expect he will make up his 
mind before next mqnth. The president 
has had the offer to go to Yale under 
consideration for some time. He is 
already a member of the Yale corpora- 
tion and his desire to return to New 
Haven has been weighed against one to 
go back to Cincinnati, "hang out his 
shingle," take his oldest son, Robert, 
into his office and establish a law prac- 
tice in his horae city.
